Confidential reports received here 
indicate that farm ers In various 
parts of the country are sore as

while the prices of the goods they 
sell have stood still or dropped. 
They are 
gettin g the 
idea that 
the AAA program is a colossal flop 
and insist that nothing but actual 
inflation will do them any good. 
It la predicted in high quarters 
that nothing Mr. Roosevelt can do 
will satisfy

farm ers.

say Inflation won’t do it because 
It will tend to raise all prices and
